5 19,20, Nothing remarkable occurr'd, the Turks 4iring only 
\@ a few random Shot at ſome Baggage that paſs*d over the 
'S] Hills,but without Eftett. The 2oth, arriv*d ſeveral Boats 
- down the River with Ammunition. The Bavarians have 
Pe now fini{h'd their Bridge of Boats over the Danube, which 
xa they have palz'd, and march'd over the Hills where the 
Duke of Lorra;z was. It 1s concluded, that the Duke of 
30 Lorrain's Attack ſhould be at the North-End of the Town, 
> and the Duke of Bzvarzs's at the South, and accordingly 
IX the Army is divided, the Duke of Lorraiz having 3000 
Horſe, and gooo Foot, 16 pieces of Cannon, 12 Mortars, 
© with 15000 Bombs, Carcaſles, &c. 
« | 
2 21. Early this Morning the Imperialifts began their Ap- 
| proaches at about 5o0o Yards diſtance from the Wall of 
20 Lower Buda, making uſe of their old Trenches. They 


began at the firſt Baths of 0/4 Buda, and continued paral- 
jel with the Town to the top of the Hill, where they re-- 
turn with a ſmall Eſpaulment, &*. as in the Plan, All

this Day and Night they continued their Works. In 
lome places the Earth is lo bad, that they are forc'd to 
make the Parapet of thetr Trenches with Fafſines and 
Baskets filld with Earth. The Enemy fir'd at us conti> 
nually, but without damage. This Morning, about 8 of 
the Clock, our Foragers return'd without Forage , and 
brought News, that a Body of Tyrks appear'd on the Hills 
that lead to Alba Regals, and that they could not Forage 
without a good Body of Horſe to cover them ; upon 
which, General Palfe was commanded out with a Body of 
12000 Horſe, and march'd towards A4/ha Regalis, to face 
the Turks. About 10 of the Clock,a Pole, who was taken 
at the Siege of Vienza, made his Eſcape with the Baſſa's 
Horſe, Two Cemiters, and his Commanding Staff. He 
reports, that our Arrival betore Buda was very ſurprizing. 
Taat the Gariſon 1s not half ſo ſtrong, as when the Chrt- 
{tians laid Stege toit in the Year 1684. when it conliſted of 
15000 Men, and now not above 7000. viz. 3co0o Jani- 
aries, 1000 Horſe, 1000 Jews, and about 2000 Inhabi- 
tants. That the Iris had Intelligence,the Chriſtians de- 
fond to befiege Alba Regals and Erla, which was true, 
;t not being concluded to attempt Baz till the roth of 


Tune, when at a General Council of War, held at Comorra, 
't was Reſolv'd. 


The Approaches were continu'd with Succeſs, and a 
Battery rais'd againſt the Vo, Port, The Turks kilPd 


8 Horlemen that were plac'd behind a Hill, to ſuſtain the 
Pioncers 1n cale of Sallies. 


At Break of Day the Battery was finiſh'd, and the 
Cannon mounted, which were ply'd againſt the Wall of 
the Lower Town, juſt againſt the No. Port. About 7 in 
the Morning a F4i/ary made his Eſcape out of the Town, 
and ſurrender'd himſclf upona Dream the laſt Night, that 
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| 
| the Chriſtians would become Maſters of the Place, and

put all to the Sword, as they had done the laſt Year at 
New-Heufel, and that if he ſhoald flie to the Chriſtians, 
he might find Mercy. He ſaid, the Gariſon was not above 
-oi44 wbig The Battery aforeſaid, confifting of 6 Pieces 
of Cinnon, was ſo well Ply'd,as to make a Breach in the 
Wall of the Lower Town about 15 Paces broad, the Wall 
being about 5 Foot thick. This day two Zarks appear'd 
on the ſide of Peſt, and attempted to ſwim over to Buda, 

| which they could not perform, but return'd towards 
Erla, ( the ſuppos*'d Place they came from. ) Several of 
the Gariſon defPd out of the No. Port , in expectation of 
Our giving the Aſſault this Night. A Party likewile came 
:o defend the Breach, upon which a Detachement of Gra- 
nadiers were {ent to moleſt them. We continue our Ap- 
proaches all t!is Night , without impediment from the 


Enemy. 
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TY We had Inteigence, that ſeveral Turkiſh Women em- 
bark'd from Buda , with a deſign to pals down the Da- 
zabe towards Belzrage, upon which 400 Hullars were ſent 
alter them in two Boats, who Boarded and Took them : 
They were of the Bafla's Family, who had ſent them with 
his Treaſure towards Be/2rade. The Booty amounted to 
10000 /. beſides what the Women and Children will ſell 
tor. This day a Party of Granaditers were commanded 
to diſcover the Breach if it were Acceſſible,who reported 
it was, upon which Orders were givea for the Storm in 
the manner following: viz. Fifty Granadiers and a Cap- 
tain, to beat the Enemy from an Eſpaulment they had 
made to flank the Breach 3 Aiter them a Lientenant, and. 
50 Muſquetiers,.to ſuſtain the Granadicrs. Then foliowed 
an Engineer with 100 Pioneers, - to make the Lodgment 
on the other fide of the Breach, after which fotlowed 2 


Captain and x00 Muſquetiers to ſuſtain the Pioneers, ” 
alt. 
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and Taking of Buda, | 
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44ſt of all a Mayor and co Men asa Rear-guard, and to 
tace the Enemy 1n caſe of a Sally. This was executed 
about 10 of the Clock at Night, but with that Confu- 
ſion, that had the Zzrks kept their Polt, they might have 
cut them all off, but they retir'd into the Town, and kill'd 
only 2, and wounded 3o of our Mer. We found nothing 
at all of Pillage, but 4o or 50 poor Horſes. The Ens1i- 
neer made his Work in Form of a Horle-ſhoe, the rwo 
ſides of which were flank'd from the Town. We expeCt- 
ed the Txrks would have fally'd upon us, but they were 
lo far from that, as by their proceeding they thought 
themſelves ſcarce ſafe in Buda, making a great Fire over 
againſt the No. Port, that they might ſee if we attempt- 
ed any thing by Petard. They were very diligent art 


Night by ſhooting from their Batteries and Walls, but 
with little or no Effe&t. 


We continued Maſters of the Breach, and made our 
Lodgment capable of 100 Men. This day we made a 
Blind of Cannon-Baskets to communicate with the Ap- 
proaches that were brought on from the Baths. 


We cut a Line of Communication behind the Blinds, 


and made an Eſpaulment from the outſide of the Wall ot 


the Old Town, which flank*d all that fide that leads to the 
Valley of Sr. Paxl, to hinder the Enemy from attempting 
any thing on that ſide. About 4 1n the Afternoon,a Body 
of about 200 Turks defiled our of the Town, and at- 
tempred to diſturb our Pioneers; upon which Count Arx- 
burgh, (a very gallant Gentleman, ) with about x00 Muſ- 
quetters attacqu'd them, who immediately retired with 


the loſs of 20 Men; on our fide there were 3 kilPd ,and 4 - 


wounded. ThisNight Orders were given vurt for carry- 
ing ona Line of Communication with the Tower on the 
Old Wall looking into Sr; PasPs Valley, and the Lodg- 

t; met: 
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ment before the Breach. It was order'd likewiſe, chat a 
Battery ſhon1}d Le rals'd Parallel to the Fower, capable of 

2 Pieces of Cannon. About 1o of the Clock, Cannon- 
Bakets and Faggots were brought to the Tower, in order 
:0 the raiſing a Battery. The Twk#s attemptcd nothing 
more this Night, but firing both Cannon and Small-ſhoc 
on our Workmen, without any ettegt. This day my Lord 
M uztjoy was hurt in the Eye by a Cannon-ſhot trom the 
Town, which graz*d amongſt Stones. 


We proſecuted our Battery. About 3 a Clock in the 
Afternoon, a Body of 200 Turkiſh Horſe lally'd out into 
St, PanPs Valley, and gallop'd towards the Hills, to in- 
tercept ſome Baggage that was going to the Bavariar 
Camp, but a Party of about $5o Horle belonging to 
Count 7azf*s Regiment, who had the Avant-Guard, and 
being very well polted by favour of a little Hill, ( under 
the Covert of which, the Turks came briskly on / conti- 
nued at their Poſt, and waited therr coming, and as the 
Zarks came within Piltol-ſhot of the top of the Hill, ad- 
vanc'd, and gave them a whole diſcharge of their Car- 
bines, kilPd and wounded about 50 7 sris, who, never- 
theicls, preſs'd on,but,a Party of 100 Mulquetiers haſtning 
from our Traverſe by the Old Wall into the Valley, they 
retir®d, and at the ſame time-about 400 Janizaries came 
out of the Eaſt Port, and poſted themſelves under the 
Cannon, to make good their Retreat., and kilPd and 
wounded about 16 oi our Men. 


This day, the Line of Communication between the 
Lodgmenr and Angle of the Wall looking into- St. Pas!'s

Valley was finiſh'd, and another Line prolong'd from the 


Angle and Side of the Old Wall, fo as to flank and Gdif- 
cover any Sallies,that may be made out of the Weſt Port, 
or Port of St. Panl's Valley, Nothing more occurr'd, ſa- 

ving 
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ving that the 7 »z&s ſhot great quantities of Pebble-{tones 


o0N our Pioneers, which wounded ſome. 


The aboveſaid Line was finiſhed, and Orders were gi- 
'<2 to place tour Mortar-pieces againſt Night ; About 2 
of tie Ciock in the Afternoon, a Party of Bavarians at- 
tempted the taking ſorne Sheep that were: feeding in the 
Valley ; upon which the Tzrks made a Sally, which the 
Voluntiers obſerving,, advanc'd againſt 'them, and En- 
gag'd {o tar, that the Duke of Lorrazy in Perſon , with 
his own Guards, went to fuccor and bring them off: 
The Bavarians loſt a Lieutenant-Colonel,two Lieutenants, 
and an Enſign, with about :20 or 3o of 'our Troopers. 
T!:is Action of the Voluntiers has by the Generals been 
greatly cenſur*d, and poſitive Orders given, that no Vo- 
luntiers ſhould offer to picqueer. This Night our 4 Mor- 
tars began to-play, which ſet Fire to a Church, but it was 
ſoon put out. The Turks continue to ſhoot Stones at 
us. 


. Four Grecians, who were Slaves in the Town, having 

the keeping of a Flock of Sheep, were art Paſture with 
them in St. Paul's Valley, and being near the Bivirices 
fled to them , the whole Flock, which confilted of 39» 
Sheep, following them. Theſe People could inform us of 
nothing, but that the Zurks were very hard at work in 
making Retrenchments. They likewiſe ſay, there was 
a Mutiny of the Jaziſaries againſt the Bafſſa. The Ja- 
ziſaries 1n the laſt days Skirmiſh carried in two Chri- 
ſtians, for which they demanded 10 Ducats each as their 
due, but the Baſſa gave them but 10 Groſſes per Head, 
which is 18 4. ſterling. We continued working in our 
Trenches, and are now Half-way between the Old Wali 
and that of Bzada. 
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| July 1, Our Battery was finiſh'd, and we began to Fire upon 
L the Angle of the Round Tower, which looks towards Sr. 
Pauls Valley. Ar the ſame time the four Mortars play'd, 
and with {o good ſucceſs, as to diſmount the Guns on that 
Tower, and our Cannon difmantled the Wall for about 6 
Paces. * About 1o of the clock in the morning, a Turkiſh: 
Boy made his Eſcape. He ſaid, that Proviſtons began to 
be ſearce, and that our Bombs had kill'd many of the 
Turks, and had diſmounted the Cannon on the Great 
Tower. We obſerv'd the Enemy at work on the Eaſt-Port, 
£0 which place they had advanc'd a Spurr, and brought 
Gabions, as if they delignd to make a Battery there, ex- 
petting we would attacque them on that fide. 


> Our Battery conſiſting, of twelve 24 Pounders,was ply*d 
diligently upon Sz. Paul's corner Tower, and the Tower 
2cxt the North Port,making conſiderable Breaches in both 
of them, though nor acccſlible, yet 1o, as to take the De- 
tence wholly from them. Several Carcaſles have been _ 
tO ſet Fire on the Town, but as yet we have not learnt 
with what fucceſs. Laſt Night two Boats came up the 
Daanve and got into the Town, they are ſuppos'd to be: 
”ngineers and Gunners that were in Er/a, which we 
:ave reaſon to believe, foraſmuch as this day we receiv'd. 
more Bombs than ordinary from them, and very nigh our: 
Battery, one of which fell into our Trenches and kilPd 
two ot our Men, This Evening the Duke of Lorrain went 
over to PeſF-fide, and gave Orders for making 2 Redoubts 
on the ſNore, and left a Flying Camp conlifting of 6ca 
Huſſars, to hinder the Enemy from {uccour by Boar. 


} We carry'don our Trenches,and took. in a Turkiſh Moſ- 
- que, from whence we return'd with an Angle and Parallel 
Line wth Buda, till we came to the Right-hand way go- 
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ing to North Port, at which 3 Lines met by ſavour of 2 
Wall and deep Road, under which our Men were Cover'd. 
We mounted 4 Mortars more juſt by the former, whiclz 
Play'd continually into the Town. Our Cannon have row. 
made a conſiderable Breach. This daya Janifarie deluricd, 
who inform'd us, that their Gariſon was weak, conſiſtins 
of not above 2500 Janiſaries, 1000 Spahis, 10co Jews, 
and about 3ooo Inhabitants, Men, Women, and Chil- 
dren: That Proviſions were very ſcarce, that our Bowbs 
and Carcaſſes had ruined many ot their Buildings, one 
of which killd 12 Janizaries, as they were Relieving the - 
Guard. We have advice,that the Brandenburos were with- 
in 4 hours March ot us. 


Orders were given to advance a Line, from the P:ice 
where the 3 Lines met, ſoas to Flank the.outermoit of 
them, and joyn the Wall of the Old Town looking into 
St. Panls Valley, which was accordingly. done, and a 
Place of Arms made of a Building capable to ho!d about 
2 or 3oo Men. Behind and Parallel to. the Line, which 
* went from the Building, and home to the Wall, was 
* made a Cover'd Place for a Battery of 4 Mortars. The 

Turks Fired more this Night than ordinary. We are 
now within 5o Paces of the Preach, which - with the 
Light of the Moon encouraged the Enemy, not to {pare 
either Muſquet Ball or Stones, tho with no great ic: t, 
we not loſing above 3 or 4 Men, and 5 or 6 woiuncd. 
About 3 in the Morning we were: under ground, well 
Cover'd from the Enemies Fire and capable of maintain- 
' 1ng our Works if they ſhould attempt to molelt us. We 
1 now diſcover'd, that the Tarts were making a kind of 2 
Fauſſebray juſt before the Breach , whereot the Gene- 
rals being acquainted, did not however think it wortn 
the while to diſturb them, About $ of the Clock tte 
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{nming of the Banquets and enlarging Ot the Trenches 
«1% lejt to the Officers and Soldiers, who were Porte 
there according to their method. Abour 3 in the after- 
n-0n, the Braadeaburgs arrived on P:j# (ide, whither the 
ike of Lorraia went to ſee them. They Receiv'd his 
Highnels with 3 Salutes of Ordnance, {mall Arms, ani 
itcral Bombs and Carcaſſes. His Highnel: 1mmediately 
allotted them their Quarters, and in what place the 
{hold carry on their Attacque, U12. on our | oft which 
was accordingly done, they Poſting themſelves by favour 
of the. ground, where they were well cover'd from the 
Town. About 5 at Night a Serjeant and 10 Granadiers 
were ſent to the Breach to diſcover what the 7 urks wer? 
—doing, whom they tound Mining towards us, upon which 
Orders were given to advance a Counter-Mine from the 
24 Traverſe and inlide of the Oid Wall, looking into Sr. 
Pauls Valley, towards the Turks, with direCtions that if 
the Miners ſhould mcet with the Trrts Mine, to Vent it, 
oihcrwile to advance under the foot of the Wa!l, and then 
male the belt uſe we could ot ours, 
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About 8 of theclockin the Morning, our Miners were 
abo1t 20 foot under ground, The Battery of 4 Mortars 
is fix2d, and begins to play, by [inging great quantities 
of Stcneintothe Town." The Brana+abargs haveadvanc'd 
2 Parallel Lines, Communicating w:th ours on the Left ; 
They loit a Captain, 2 Lieurenants,and 1o Men, beſides 
their General's Son,wio was [itting in their Trenches,and 
ditcover'd by 2 Jinifaries to be a Manot Note, who ap- 
proaching by the advantage of {ome ruines ſhor him dead. 
\We continue Plying our Artillery, which about 9 at Night 
{ur iiretothe No WW: part of the Town, which continued 
Very, great til! towards Morning. Irs beliey?d, we burnt 
a7 tht time ncar halt the Town. 
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The Brazaeaonryers have joyn'd us with theſe 2 laſt 
days Trenches. We are cow within 3o Paces of the foor 


of the Wall. The firlt Mine is quitcd, and 2 more begun. 


in the laſt approaches. We have added 2 more \fortars 
ro the Batteryc in the Lower Town. For thelz 2 days 
paſt nothing Extraordinary has hapned, cxcept 2 Bomb 
of the Turks which fell into our Battcry of Iwclve 2. 
Pounders, which ſet fire to a Barrel of Powder,kiild 2 Guin:

Early this Morning, the Enemy ſprang another Mine, 
which likewiſe choak'd ours, blew up part of the middle 
Tower, and has ſhaken it very much : We have now 
began one towards the Moſque, juſt on the Left of the 
jame Tower, and another on the Right towards St. Paul's 
Valley. Iam off opinion, they do not ſink their Sap deep 
enough, and that the Zzriks in Counter mining have a 
greatadvantage, by being always undermoſt, which they 
certainly have becn, otherwiſe they would have weakned 
their own Wall, and made paſſage ſor us. 


This Morning 2 Engineers and 2 Officers were {ent to 
dilcover the Breach, which they reportcd to be acceſlible, 
upon which his Highneſs the Duke of Lorraiz reloly'd, 
that a Lodgment ſhould be made thereon, and every thing 
was order'd accordingly.

22, About break of day the 7nxks fally'd on the Bavarian 
ſide fo vigorouſly,as to beat them quite out of their Lines; | 
Kill'd a S$2x02 Colonel, the Colonel of the Artillery, and 
above 150 Ven ; Nail'd up'a'Battery of Cannon and 2 
Mortars, and fo retir'd, overturning their Gabions, and 
ail without any conſiderable loſs. About an hour after the 
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Enemies principal Magazine blew up,which ltood near the 
Caſtle looking towards Pef; The Dannbe 15 here above 
500 Paces over, beyond which ffew Stones of very great 
{11ze. By this Accident a great part of the Wall was de- 
moliſhed. The Duke of £L9rraia, with {everal ether Gee 
nera:s, went over to Peff f1Je to obſcrve the Damage, 
which ſcemd fo great, that ſeveral were of Opinion we 
ſhould immedately ſtorm the Town in that place, bur 
many diifhculties ariſe, viz. That at that diſtance wc 
could not diſcern, whether the Breach were acceſſible or 
not, and that our men would be greatly expos'd to the 
Cannon there. This Night a Delertcr came out of the | 
Town, and reported they had iolt by the blowing up of _ | 
the Magazine 1509 men. 
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This day the Duke of Lorrar/z lent a Letter to the Go- 
vernor of Bzd:z, which was deitver'd at the head of a 
Pike; as ſoon as it was read, the 7urks hung out a white 
Flag on the top of the Breach, which caus'd a Rumor 1n 
the Army that they would Capitutate. There was a Cel- 
{ation of Arms on both fides for the ſpace of 2 hours, 
during which time ſeveral of our mea dilcours'd with the E 
Tayks 1n the Breach ; This time being expired, 4 men were | 
delired to advance towards the Gate that leads to A/va Re- 
gals, at which 4 Horſemen came out, one of them del1- 
vering the Viſier's Anſwer wrappd up in Sattin; at part- 
ing, one of the Tyrks preſented the Interpretation with an 
embroider*d Handkerchief. The Letter his Highneſs {ent | 
imported, That he thought them not in a ſtate much lon- | 
ger to refiſt, that he was ready to give a General Allault, 
in which if they ſucceeded, they would be all put to the 
Sword, Man, Woman and Child, as at New-Heufel ; 
And that in Charity to fave the eftulion of {0 much Blood, 
he gave them that Notice, that they mignt timely deli- 


berate for their Safety. This Letter the Tus anfwer d 
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in three lines, viz. That they thought his Highneſs would 
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j/tifie them, that they had hitherto done like brave Men, 


chat they were reſolu*d to continue in ſo doing, that God 


puniſh'd the V ain-0 lor 1045, 


This day was deſign'd for a General Aſſault , but the 
Council being divided, and the Bavarians not ready , it 
was deferr'd. To day arrived about 2000 FHeyaukes and 
Huſſars, who encamp'd at the Head of Count T aaffs 
Quarters on the Danube ide. 


Early in the morning,the Rondel, which the Bavariays 
ad batter*d at the Foot, fell, and the way intothe Town 
or rather Caſtle made very paſlable. In the afternoon 
the Turks ſprang a Mine at the Foot of the Rondel, look- 
ing into St. Paal's Valley, and lally'd our with about 50 
Men, on that ſide, upon which our Men that were neareſt 
quitted their Line, and puſh'd them very bravely back. In 
the mean time they made another Sally on the Left, in a 
much greater number, falling upon the Bramaenbureers, 
and cut ſeveral of them 1n pieces, who immediately ral- 
lying repuls'd them very ſmartly with equal loſs. A par- 
ty likwiſeattacqud the Heydukes that were nigh the Ri- 
ver, encamp'd under the Wall of the Old Town, ſom- 
times the Turks with great Cryes of Allah, Ah ; Then the 
Heyaukes rally:ing,puſh'd the Turks with great Cryes of 
Heida, Hida, and would be ſomtimes ſo mix'd, as one could 
ſcarce diſtinguiſh them. Thus the Skirmiſh continu'd for 
rwohours, with the loſs of about 100 Men on cach ſide. 
Licutenant Colonel Arty was ſhot in the Leg. 


News came,that the Enemy approached, and had ſent 
150co Men to obſerve us, and attempt putting relief 
into the Town. Our Mines not ſucceeding, it was re- 
folv*d ro burn the Palifadoes of the Breach by Artificial 
| Fire, 
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Fire, inorder to an Aſſault the next day. The Wind was 
favourable on the B:zvarziarx's fide, and burnt the Paliſadocs 
to the Ground, but on the Lorrain tide the Fire would noc 
fix, but did rather incommode ourlelves, both Fire an 
Smoak coming on our Lines. 


The Duke of Loyraiz, being reſolv'd to: give a General 
Aſlault, order'd the Cannon to play very ſmartly on the 
Paliſadoes, which had very good Eftect. About 4 inthe 
Afternoon. the Signal was.given from the Swabes Hill by 
Cannon. The #nperialifts went on firſt, attacquing rhe 
middle of the Courtain, and the great Toweron the Right, 
where they were twice beaten oft, before they could 
reach the Paliſadoes on the top of the Breach, Art the 
ſame time the Brandenbargers and Heyaukes attaequ'd the 
Tower on. the Left, with a flow, but. very. firm pace, 
marching in Battalion,mounted the Breacli, ani hxed thems 


ſelves on the top of the Paliſadoes, and maintain'd them, 


which the [mperialiſts ſeeing, mounted the third time to 
the Paliſadoes, which many of them paſs'd, and having 
lodg'd themſelves on the Tower on the Right, mann'd it 
with their own Men, where they were no ſooner entred, 
but a Fugade overturn'd the whole ſurface of the Ron- 
del Men and all, which did not ſo diſcourage us but a {econd 
Battalion took the Poſt, who were treated in the ſame man- 
ner with the firſt by a lower degree of Fugades or Jorne- 
aux, a third follow*'d when a large Mine ſprung, whicl: 
beat them off again, however this Polt was repoſleſs' 
by the Imperialiſts who maintain'd it with great bravery, 
the Duke of Lorraiz all this while at the Foot of the Breach 
encouraging his Soldiers. The Bavarians likewile lodg- 
ing themſelves in a Rondel, cntred into a Court of the 
Caſtle, where was a Battery of 9 Guns and 4 Mortars ; 
It wag a Saxon Captain who firſt entred by a {mall Erm- 


brazure, and finding the place very gpen, and overlook © 
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by the Caſtle, nayi'd up the Ca1non and Mortars, and 
{0 retir'd to the Lodgment on the Breach.

In 
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In the Morning, about 9 of the Clock , the Turks re- 
turn'd an Anſwer to the General's Letter, letting him 
know, 7 hat the Town was in the hands of God , and that 
they could not give it up, but if they would receive anther 
Place in lieu of it, they would Treat thereupon. But the 
General's Reply was, That his Imperial Majeſty had com- 
manded him forthwith ro Surrender, or never more to 
expect Ofters of Capitulation. After this, the Duke of 
Lorrain order*d two Mines to be ſprung,which were ready 
under the ſecond Wall ; That towards the Right deſtroy*d 
the Wall very much,but made little or no Breach through, 
but endamaged our new Battery on the top of the Breach. 
In the Evening, the Enemy ſent two Meſſengers to the 
Duke of Bavaria,whereupon his Highneſs ſent two Hoſta- 
ges, and there was a Ceſlation of Fire for about two 
hours. The Baſla then propos'd to deliver the Town, if 
we would conclude a Peace on its Surrendry, whicly he 
{aid he had power to do, urging the Advantage it would 
be to the Emperor. This was anſwer'd by the Dnke of 
| Bavaria, that he would do them what Service he could,bur 
had no Commiſſion to conclude a Peace ; upon this, the 
Turks return'd, and we renew'd our Fire. This day Gount 
Starembers was ſhot in the Hand and Neck, as he was 
looking through the Sand-Sacks on the top of the 
Breach. 


Two Cannon more were added to the Battery on the 
Lodgment, and our Mortars were brought nearer to the 
Foot of the ſaid Lodament. More Cask and Sand-Sacts 
were ready tor hlling the Ditch. Our Horſes which wetc 
ſent to Alba Regalis, and the Bridge of Efſecke, are re- 
turn'd, bringing News of the Tarts Approach. 
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We proſecuted the filling of the Ditch, and Orders 
were given to the Engineers tor tracing out our Lines of 
Circumvallation, which being once done is compleated 
by the Regiments, whoſe Officers take care to encourage 
and forward the Work, the Engineer reviewing the 
Works ſomtimes , that no miſtake be committed. All 
the Talk now is of the Enemy's advancing. 


Early this Morning,things were 1n. a readineſs for a 
cencral Aſſault, which began on the Bavariazs fide, who, 
air a ſmall time,retired, finding the Tnrks too well bar- 
ricado'd and prepar d for them, who were no ways fitted 
for: the Enterprize, ſo they made their Retreat to their 
Lo/zmcnt with the loſs of about 5o Men ; At the ſame 
time.a \.ine was ſprung on the Lerrain fide, which did 
nothing but ſhake the ſecond Wall, and throw a few 
Szones into St. Pals Valley. The ll ſucceſs of this Mine 
hadaltzr'd the Duke of Lorraiz's purpoſe of making the 
Aſſault this day, but, upon the arrival of a Meſſenger 
from the Duke of Bavar/za, who brought word that 
they had begun and could not go back, his Highneſs the 
Duke of Lorrain order'd a Party of Dragoons to quit 
their Horſes, and paſs the Uitch, which they very bravely 
Doriorn'd, accompany 'd with fome Foot, in all to the 
rumber of 3oo Men. The Deſcent and Alccnt was very 
diifcult, lo that the Zarks had time to receive them very 
{inarily, The Duke of £Zorrain perceiving that this At- 
tempt would not ſucceed without a neceflity of ſtill re- 
lieving them by freſh Men, and being loth to expofe- ſo 
many,in {o open and large a Ditch, to Stones, Granadoes, 
Arrows, ÞP.ullets, and Fire-Trunks, and at the ſame time 
receiving advice that the Bavarians were retir?d, his High- 
acts order'd hkewile a Retreat, but not half our Men

7 Frys who commanded in Croatia, might tall upon it, 
and burn it, as General Le/:e had done formerly. We 
are likewiſe inform'd, that Gooo Zarks are marching to- 
wards us, to endeavour the putting Succor into the Town. 
In the Evening, the Bavarzans dilcover'd a Gallery of the 


Zxrks, which they pollels'd. 


This Morning,a Party of Huſſzrs brought in five Tur- 
kiſh Priſoners, who told us, that the Seraſquier was at 
Alba Regalis with about 20000 Men, and thar by this time 
the Grand Viſiter muſt have paſ9d the Bridge of EſJec&2 
with a much greater Force. This News made us work 
very hard to compleat our Lines, that the whole Army 


might be encamp'd within them. 


We continued working on our Lines, and to preſs our 
Miners in their Work under the ſecond Wall to blow 
away the Paliſadoes, which to us ſeem ſtronger ant 
ſtronger every day. The News of yelterday is confir- 
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Early this Morning, ſome 7 wurks and 7artars appear'd 
on the Hill, having ſurpriz'd and cut off our advanc'd 
Guard of 100 Hiſſars, upon which we ſounded to Horſe 
to receive them. They continued there about two hours 
s$kirmiſhing with ſome of our Hungarians, and fo retir'd, 
and we return'd to our Camp.

ber about Four thouſand , which made that Noiſe, kil- 
le4 rwo Men, and {hightly wounded Count Archiato, 
j who then commandedin the Trenches. Towards Noon, 


the Tzrks appear'd upon the Hills where they were the 
day betore. 
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"I Little of Moment occurr'd. 


I1. ur Miners reported to his Highneſs, that their three 
Mines under the ſecond Wall were ready, upon which he 


order'd, that all thipgs ſhould be prepar*d by the next 
Morning for a genera} Aſſault. 


2. Ecery thing was in good order by break of Day, and 
the Mines ſprung, which, like the reſt, had no other ef- 
tet than the killing our own Men, with which the Duke 
of Lorz7:ia was greatly diſpleas'd,faying aloud,'T was well 
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Fiel1-Battels 1: prnded not on Miners , and ſo order'd the 
Soldiers that were commanded to the Trenches, to retirc 
to thetr Camp. The whole Army was order'd to march 
at 2ight of the Clock at Night to get over the Valley. 
and gain the Brows of the Hills which lie betwixt us aid 
the Enemy, (on which the Trrks were encamp'd, ) and 
to fall on them at break of Day, but as we were ready to 
advance, News was brought that the Grand Viſier was 
arrived, and at the fame time we perceiv'd their Camp 
to advance, and Fires kindled on the Deſcent of thoſe 
Hills we delign'd to gain, ſo that we were all order'd back 
to our Tents.

This Morning at eight of the Clock, the Turks Army be- 
ean tomarch down the ſaid Hills,as if they intended to at- 
tacque our Lines ; The Duke of Lorraiz oblerv'd a Party 
to march towards our Right, as if they delign'd to gain 
ſome Hills which commanded a great part of our Lanes, 


and at that time the Right Wing of our Army ; the Duke 


of Lorrain,apprehenſive of this, commanded the Army 
tor march out of the Lines, and made the Right Wing 
ſtretch to the very top of the ſaid Hills, making an even 
Front with the reft, and ſo we continued in this Order, 
the Enemy ſtill advancing but very {lowly. The Left 
Wing, commanded by the Duke of B4varzz, ltood in their 
Lines which join'd the Dax»be, the whole Line was well 
furniſh'd with Cannon and Bombs under ground about 
co Paces from 1t. This Line is very complete, reaching 
from the Dazube ſide in a very ftrait Line crois 
the Plain to ſome ſteep Hills,that are at this time cover'd 
with the Brandenbarch and other Auxiliarics, our Right 
Wing conliſting of old Imperial Regiments which reach'd 
to the top of the ſaid Mountains, the gencral Fo:m was 
one Squadron, and two Battalions , which Order was

obſerv'd likewiſe in their Encamping, as may be ſeen in 
the Plan of Buda. The Battalions took up a great deal of 


ground to make a great Show, though very weak in num- 
ber at this time. 


About five in the Morning, we perceiv'd the Enemy 
marching down again into the Plain with three or four 
orcat Detachments on their Letc Wing, which ſeparated 
and march'd along theValley toget behind the Hills which 
were on our Right, thinking to gain them, and fail on our 
Right Wing in Flank and Rear, 1n order to the putting 
,uUccor into the Town; but the Duke of Lorrarn Per- 
ceiving their deſign, order'd ſeven Regiments of Horſe, 
and lome Hurgarians, under the Command of General 
Duniwalt, Taaffe and Palfie, to march up the Hills, and 
poſſe!sthe top of them, facing the Enemy. We were no 
100ner up, but immediately the Turks appear'd on our 
Let, who ſtill made towards us, there being a deep Val- 
{- brioveen ; preſently appear'd others on our Right where 
he Valley ended, their Body not being come up , kept 
ruſhing for the ſpace of an hour with ſome Hung a- 
14/275, when of a ſudden the Hills were cover? with the 
Emmy, who rmmediately gave us a diſcharoe of eight 
1::C:3 14 Cannon, and with terrible Cries fell moſt furi- 
evily 01 the Hungarians, who immediately gave way, 
wh: pon Count Zaazffe, Sc. advanc'd,, Mr. &itz-James 
and thc B22! Voluntiers being in the firſt Rank. This 
Cliarge was perform'd with that Gallantry, that the Ene- 
my could not endure 1t, but immediately fled as faſt as 
they came on. We perſud them about a League, the 
way being ſo very bad for the Foot, that moſt of the Ja- 
iſaries were Cut oft, the relt fled into the Plains, Buſhes 
and Jcep Hollows which Icad into the Valley,where they 
tad a great Reſerve, which made us halt, till the reſt of 
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the Party were come up, who had made a great Circuit 
1n perſuing thoſe, who fled into ghe Plains thar lay between 
our Camp. From hence we oblery'd the reſt of the Turks 
Army ſcatter*d like Focks of ſheep. As icon 25 the ſeven 
x08 had beaten the - #745 on rhe Hills, his Rich 
neſs advanc'd his Right Wing from the Buights roward; 
the Plain,the Brandensz;gers and Auxiliaries ouitiing ther 
Lines, and marching in good Order towards the Encmny, 
before the Bavarians ( who were the i.ctt Wing, }) had 
got half over the Plain. The Zares Bight Wing retires 
to the top of their Hil!s, which wwure very difficult of 
Acceſs, and there lett a Party, and fcnds the reſt 10 the 
Left Wing, which ncw is very hard preſs'd by General 
1 aaffe and Dunewalt, which, with the Duke of Lor247iz”s 
motion on the ſame de, gave the Zurks ſome Apprehen- 
ſions, they not ſtirring itcm the Foot of their Hiils, we 
continued in ovr atoreiaid Order, galling them as muc! 

as poſſibly we couid with our Fietd-pieces, at which time 
a Party oi Twrks attacqu'd very briskly the Left of our 
Right Wins, wher: a Party of Hu7garians were polted, 
who ſoon gave wy, and had not General Taafſe with 
two or tlirce Squadrons of Dragoons come up to ſuſtain 
them, (the Enemy having already forc'd our Line, ) 'tis 
believ*d they would have endanger'd the putting Succor 
into the Town ; ſhortly after,a Party was ſcen to detac!] 


from their Left towards the Right Flank at our Right 


Wing, which General 7aaffe by a great Preience of Mind 
pereciving.immediately commanded about tour Squadror3 
of light Horſe to poſt themſelves at the Foot oi ihole Hills, 
which the Turts ſeem'd to preſs for, and by that means to 
have go; into the Town. This Order ct Count Tasf”s 
was perform'd with ſo much Expedition, that not aboye 
20 or Zo Turks gain'd the Hill, who were cut to pieces, 
Our General now ſeem'd under ſome uncertainty,whether 
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to attacque the Enemy on the Hills, and puſh for an intire 
V i&ory, or return to our Lines,an4 proſecute the Siege,but 
the Turks ſeeming to retire, and confidering how difficult 
the Aſcent was,and how uneaſte to Horle,(already ſo much 
haraſs'd,) how weak his Wing was, and how liable to be 
forc'd by an Enemy that charg'd with ſo much Fury, who 
12d a Town in their view, and would be content to lacri- 
{ice their whole Army to1ts preſervation, 1t was therefore 
:hought moſt advilcable ro-return into our Lines,and preſs 
on the Siege. The Zxrks loſt in this Mornings Action a- 
hout 3ooo of their belt F:»2i/arzes, being all pick'd men to 
attempt our Line, and ger into the Town by that unex- 
netted and difficult paſſage. We took about 500 Priſo- 
ners, 5s Standards, and 8 pieces of Cannon. The Baſſa 
that commanded them was kilPd, and the Aga of the Fa- 
ziſaries wounded ; Mr, Fitz-James was in all this Action 
with Count Zaaffe, behaving himſelf with Remarkable 


Gailantry. Ir pleaſed God, that neither he nor any of the 
En: (ij Vountiers had any hurt. 


This Morning,the Grand Viſiter removed his Camp, and 
march'd back towards A4/5a Regalis; he ſtrangled the 
Baila who brought him N2ws of their Defeat, and told 
him, 7hit they charg 'd i lite Lyons, but were receiv'd by 


Devils ; upon which the Crand Viſiter ſpit in his Face, and 
commanded him to be diſpatch'd. 


Early this Morning, the Turkiſh Standards were plac'd 
on the op of our Breach, at the putting up of which the 
Enemy {hot very warnily upon them , and kiiPd ſeveral 
Corp: iition of Father Gabz/e/s to be fix'd to the Paliſa- 
G95, Which burnt {cveral of them, but before Mornin

of our Men. This Night, his HighnelSorder'd a'burning- 
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An Attempt was made to take another Lodgment 


nearer the Turks Retrenchments, but we were beaten off 
with loſs. 


We wrought at a new Battery in the Line of Contra- 18, rg. 


vallation, to take away the Defence, and diſmount the 
Cannon of the two Round Towers that look into $?.Pa#/s 
Valley, which incommoded us much in paſling and repat- 
ſing from the Danube ſide. 


At break of day, and juſt as our advanc'd Guard re- 
turn'd, 3 or 4000 Tartars and Farr/aries on Horle-back, 
appear*'d near our Lines in Sr. Paul's Valley, upon which 
the Trumpet ſounded to Horſe, but before our Men could 
mount, about 150 forc'd through, and got into the Town. 
Our ordinary Guards, which were about 500, entertain'd 
them for ſome time, till others came to their aſſiſtance, 
when they were repuls'd with the loſs of 200 upon the 
place, beſides the taking of ſeveral Priſoners, who told 


- us that 2000 of theſe were Jariſaries,to whom the Grand 


Viſter had promis'd 20 Aſpers a day, during life, to all 
whoentred the Town. 


Orders were given for paliſading the Breach of the 
Lower Town, and all other Paſlages leading that way, 
and a Gariſon of 500 Men were put into the Round Tower 
by the Water-fide. This day likewiſe our Battery of eight 
24 Pounders began to play on the Round Tower looking 
into St. PauPs Valley, againſt which the Zurks rais'd an- 
other of ſeven heavy Cannon upon the Courtine be- 
twixt the two ſaid Towers, which much incommoded 
us, 
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The Birarians lodg'd themſelves on the top of the Ca- 
{tle which they had ruin'd with their Cannon: That part 
of thz Line of Contravallation was doubled, and a lar 
Redoubt built at the Foot of the Swabes Hill, all which 
was well palifado'd ; likewiſe two Squadrons of Dra- 
goons, Viz. Aercie and Seraude were poſted on the other 
fide of the Hill, fo as to give Check tothe Enemy in caſe 
of a ſecond Attempt that way. This Night we had great 
{torms of Wind and Rain, which forc'd the Bavarrans 
from their laſt Lodgment, which lay very high , and ex- 
pos'd tothe weather. 


The Bavariaxs repoſſeſs'd themſelves of their former 
Lodgment. The Duke of Lorrain order'd a large Sap to 
be made into the Ditch which lay between our Lodgment 
and the two Walls, by that means intending to fill it up 
with Sand-ſacks and Barrels of earth. This Night we had 
Notice that the Enemy was to fall upon us, upon which 


we kept our Horſes alt fadled, and our Menalert, but no- 
thing hapned. 


About 1o in the Morning, the Enemy ſhewed them- 
{elves upon the Hills where they us'd to appear beyond 
the great Plain, and we ſaw their Camp ſome ſpace behind 
them. Our Army was drawn out to their old Poſt , but 
they not advancing, nor appearing in great Numbers, we 


return d to-our Camp. This day we batter'd the Town 
without Intermiſſon. 


A Deſertcr came from the Tyrks, that ſaid they would 
attacque us the next day. This Evening the Beſieged 
dillodg'd the Bavariazs from their Poſt , which they re- 
gain'd. that Night with the loſs of 18 Men. Ra 
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We expected the Troops from 7ranſilvania with great 


Impatience. A Battery of 8 Guns was plac'd to flank the 
Breach on the Lorrairn ſide. 


A Boom was made croſs the River with pieces of Tim- 
ber, to prevent ſwimming into the Town. We had No- 
tice that General Scherffenberg left Zolnock but that day, 
(having ſtay'd there five days,) which was no ſmall troublc 
to us, and the more, becauſe a Deſerter aſſur*d us, that 
the Viſiter had ſetled the attacquing us that very Night. 
That 3000 Jarniſaries had 20 Crowns apiece to come be- 
hind us, and throw themſelves into the Town, while with 
the Army he attacqu'd us that Night. All our Men 
kept their Poſt, and the General ſent 200 Wagons to meet 


eneral Scherffenberg*s Foot, to bring them forward with 
the more Expedition. 


We yet lee no Enemy, nor any Succor, though ex- 
pected both. | 


At Day-break , a Party of about g3ooo Finiſarics on 
Horſle-back advanc'd along the Danube ſide by the hot 
Baths, to throw themſelves into the Town, by the way of 
the lower Town, to which purpoſe they brought with 
them ſome Engines like Ladders, made with Boards,which 
they apply'd to the Wall, and about ſix Turks paſs'd, who 
were cut off by thoſe on the inſide. About 400 rid along 
the Wall of the lower Town, till they came to Sr. Par!”s 
Valley, receiving theFire of our Lines, which was there 
doubled upon them ; and a little further, they met ſome 
Squadrons of Horſe, who cut them all off except four cr 
five, who got into the Town. They were ſo confounded 
with our Lines and Recoubr, and by ſeeing Enemies on 
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all fides, i73- knew not whither to turn; ſome run into 
the General's Quarters, and thought to fave themſelves 
in the Tents, the relt of the Parry ſeeing this 111 Succeſs 
retreated. We took ſome Priſoners, and 18 Standards. 
General Merc; was in this Action dangeroutly cut in the 
Head and Shoulders, which was our greateſt loſs. Abour 
an hour aiter this Attion, the Duke of Lorraiz had News, 
that tie Enemy deſcended into the Plain, and that a ſtrong 
Party appear'd behind the Hills, where we bear them the 

14ih, While they were giving this Account to his High- 

tets, we diſcover'd 25 Squadrons of Scherfferberg's Men 
ready to paſs the Bridge, upon which a Meſſenger was dit- 
patcli'd to haſten their march, while we prepar”d to mcet 
the Grand Viſier; but whether the acceſſion of thole new 
Troops diſcourag'd them, or that they delign'd only to 
amuſe us, they return'd to their Poſt on the Hills, and we 
lay that Night with leſs apprehenſion than we had for 
ſeveral days before. Moſt of the Tzzks that were kill'd 
this day, had about them a Paper from the Grand Viſier 
to the Balla, to give a certain Sum of mony to every one 
char ſhould get into the Town 


The reſt of Count Scherffeaberg's Troops arrived, being 
three Regiments of Foot, and two of Horle, beſides ſome 
Hunzarians. They encamp'd with their Body on our Right 
upon the Hills which overlook the lower Town. A Treat 
Council of War was now held , where it was debated, 
Whether we ſhould advance towards the Enemy, leaving 
+ {uicient Number to defend our Trenches, or attend - 
thei in our ines, and continue the Siege ? The later was 

at length reſolv'd, and our Guards 1n the Trenches were 
f renorhned out of the new Men. 


We continued our Preparations for the general Aſaulr, 
and 
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and wrought at 1 Gallery in the Ditch that was to guide 
to the Breach. That Night the Camp was alarm'd with 
the Enemies advancing, and all were on Horle-back , but 
it provd but a Rumor. 


All things continued quiet in the Camp, while duc 
proviſion was making for the Affault thenext day, w hic! 2 


was to be on both the Attacques. 


The Duke of Lorra!z before Day-break, order'd th 
Trenches ſhould be filld with ſuch Men as he had 2p- 
pointed for the Aflault, that the Enemy might nor by 
their motions diſcover our Deftign. They ay. very qutigr 
tif the Cannon had broke many of the Palifidacs:” and 
the Signal for the Aſſault was given, which was by 3 Dit- 
charges of {ix pieces of Carnon from the Szabes Hills F 


begun about 3 in the Afternoon under the direQion of 


Duke of Croy and Zhenock the Brandenonreh Cn 
the Soldiers going on with great courage anc 11 good ord cr, 


ſoon reach'd the Paliſadoes, and took a Poſt on the I lank 


of the Enemy which Rak'd the inlide of them, and chaſed 
the ZTurks from thence, where finding no Retrenchments 
as was expected, perſucd their advantage, making great 
ſlaughter as they went. Such aseſcap'd tied to the Caſt C, 
where they put ont a White Flag. 1 his is theAccount of cyr 
{ſucceſs on this ſide 5 But the Bavarianus ( who ſomwhart 

later began their Attaque, ) met with ditterent Fortune, 
for they were repuls'd with loſs ; Nor was it indeed poſ: 


ſible to have enter'd that way; However the Duke ot 


Lorraia would not permit the Duke of Croy to treat with 
thoſe who Fled into the Caſtle, Eeaving them to |1is E- 
tectoral Highnelſs's diſpoſal, ( it being his Attacque, ) who 
gave them Quarter. They were in number about 200, 
amongſt which was a Baſſa who was a Sub-Governor, his 
name was Abai Baſſa, the Viſiter or Princtpal Governo 
dy. I 15 
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dying gallantly upon the Breach. On the Lorraiz ſide the 
Aga of the Janiſaries fought bravely. There were taken 
of all ſorts betwixt 4 and 5000, and killd about 3ooo. 
The ſlaughter was leſs than expeCted, for though both 
Women and Children were kilPd in the heat, yet there 
was more Quarter than uſual from the ſeverity of the 
Germans, eſpecially in places taken by Storm. 


'Tis remarkable,that this Glorious Succeſs of the Chri- 
ftian Arms was attended with a ſingular Circumſtance of 
i Divine Providence, namely, that while our Army march'd 
with doubtful ſucceſs to the Aſſault of the moſt important 
Frontier Poſt of the Oztomar Empire , the Grand Viſiter 
} ſhould with a greater Body of Men ſtand a tame SpeCtator 
of the iſſue of this Action, and then retire, which they 
did with great Precipitation.
